Hshed. Any employe, from the hum- 


I blest up. can get information now on 
any question or problem in his day's, 
work by simply writing- to 'the bureau. 
His questions are answered plainly, 
practically and as quickly as possible 
by tho member of the advisory board 
who is best qualified to answer them. 
Any question that requires an official 
ruling g-oes to the proper officer for 
his decision. 
All inquiries are han- 
dled impersonally. The name of the 
questioner is not shown; only his oc- 
cupation, is given. Neither Is the namo 
of the person furnishing 
the answer. 
There Is no limit to the 
number of 


questions—an employe may ask for 
information every day if he wishes. 


It Is not compulsory upon any one 
to accept the advantages offered. 
In 
certain cases, after a man has been 
selected for promotion, he receives a 
special course of training for the place 
before he is formally promoted. Dur- 
ing the training period he gets the 
same salary he was drawing when ho 
was picked out for advancement. 


There are twenty-nine courses of in- 


struction at present, and the number 
isf being increased. 


The block signal course explains the 


types of signals in use on the Union 
Pacific, their operation and the prin- 
ciples of electricity and magnetism. 


Tho interlocking course is a com- 
panion to the one on block signals. 


The electrical course ia designed'' to 


meet the demand from train and shop 
employes for' instruction that will en- 
.able them better to. handle the elec- 
trical work which Is part of their du- 
ties. When the "student has qualified- 
on* the twelve introductory papers of 
this course he receives special les- 
sons in the particular branch of elec- 
trical work in which he Is interested— 
train lighting, wiring and bell work, 
dynamos and. motors, elevator work, 
etc. 
Then comes instruction in elec- 
tric light and power. 
Especially complete is the telegraph 


and telephone course, comprising train 
dispatching, 
telephone 
and 
tele- 
graph construction, telegraph circuits, 
switchboards, wire testing and patch- 
ing simultaneous telegraphy and tel- 
ephony. 


TRAILING STATION AGENTS. 
The station agent Is one of a rail- 
road's most important employes, be- 
cause, to the public, in many cases, he 
personifies the company. 
Particular 


attention has been paid to the station 
course. A school has been established 
at the bureau headquarters In Omaha 
for the purpose of training men so 
that they will later qualify as opera- 
tors and station agents. 
The Station 
Training School 
does 
teach 
teleg- 


raphy, but 
accepts 
applicants . who 
have had telegraph training and can 
receive from, eighteen to twenty words 
a minute. The school Is equipped like 
a medium-sized station and is' in 
charge of onep of the most competent- 
station agents'. All railroad, wires are 
cut into the school. 
The standard 


forms of tickets, baggage checks, etc., 
are used, and a four weeks' course of 
study is outlined. 
This starts the student's study of 
bills of lading and \va_y bills and car- 
ries him through, the tariffs, teaches 


him rates and 
classifications, ticket 
business, car reports, and, in' fact, all 
the simpler work a station agent is 
called upon to do. Several hours each 
day are allotted to practice on the 
telegraph wires. 
All station helpers 


for the Union Pacific 
are 
supplied 


from men who have 
gone 
through 
this school. Previous to- its establish- 
ment the Union Pacific hived 530 sta- 
tion helpers in a year, GO per cent of 
whom quit the service within a few 
m onths of th e time they 
c.n tered it. 


Since the establishment of this school, 
only 4 per cent of the helpers furnish- 
ed have dropped out, and numerous

QUEEN'S CORONATION. 


The prominent part that Queen Mary 


will take in the coronation ceremony is 
not generally understood, yet her crown- 
ing will be only slightly less .Impressive 
than that of King George. 
During the 


whole of the lengthy service that will pre- 
cede the crowning of King George, the 
Queen will occupy a chair of state in the 
Chapel of St. George the Confessor. So 
soon as His Majesty has been proclaimed 
by those present as rightful sovereign 
of these realms, r.hn turn of the Queen- 
Consort cornea. 
She Is led by the Arch- 


bishop of York to a stool placed between 
the aUar and the historic chair of St. 
.Edward, in which the King is then seated 
in all the glory of his majesty. 
While 


seated on this stool Queen Mary will bo 
anointed upon the head and hands by 
Archbishop Lang, who will subsequently 
place the Ring of Peace upon her finger 
and the cron-n upon her head. 


•She will next have a sceptre placed in 


either hand, that bearing the dove being 
In her left hand, a.ncl will be conducted to 
her throne, which will be placed upon the 
Immediate right of King George, though 
two steps lower. The prelates taking part 
In the ceremony will then conduct Queen 
Mary to tho altar, where she makes an 
oblation ot" bread, wine and a purse of 
pure gold. 


OPERA SEASON TO OPEN. 


On' the 22d of next month the "grand" 


season of opera opens at Covent Garden. 
The climax will, of course, be reached 
with the gala performance given by com- 
mand of the King on .June 26th, when the 
court and all the foreign guests will put 
in an appearance in celebration of the 
coronation.

the bubonic gathers-in strength dur- 
ing the first three or four' months 
o£ the year, reaching .its highest point 
in March or April.

WORRY FRENCH CHAMBER 


Army of School Teachers, 150,000 Strong, Most 


Be Maintained; Paris Tries to Answer, 


'Shall Aviators Marry?' 


(By GEORGE DUFRCSNS.) 


PARIS, March IS. — The French edu- 


cational problem, Judging from the time 
given to It In the Chamber, apparently 
occupies the legislators' minds more than 
anything1 else. 
The State has now an 


army of school masters and school mis- [ 
tresses of 150,000 strong1, and their mis- 
sion has been not only to teach the young 
idea how to shoot, but to serve as politi- 
cal agents in every commune. But the 
teaching body, feeling gradually Its in- 
fluence and Us power. Is beginning to 
rebel against the political role it is made 
to play. 


There Is a very strong objection to 


school appointments being made by the 
Prefects, whose tyranny is quite as great 
now as it was under the Empire. 
An 


outbreak of protestation took place in the 
Chamber of Deputies the other day on 
the subject, and the Minister of Public 
Instruction thought It prudent 
to give 


way. 
The 
motion 
that appointments 


should be made by the university au- 
thorities instead of by the prefects was 
carried by an overwhelming majority. 


Meanwhile the school war is reopened 


with extra bitterness. 
Marked approba- 


tion is given to the development of mixed 
schools, notwithstanding the ministerial 
circular of five years ago blaming 
the 


practice of boys and girls being together 
during school hours. Finally, by 369 to 
169, it was resolved 'that the State school 
teachers should continue to use the' text- 
books condemned by the bishops.

this promises well for the approaching 
discussion of the new school bills.

Even now the question of proper 
dress for aeronautics is engaging Hie 
minds of maids and matrons who plan- 
to take the course of instruction. Each 
woman will be a law< unto herself, for 
a time at least until fashion prescribes 
a costume which all will adopt. Will 
it be Hke the riding- dress, 
motoring 
dress, or will Dame Fashion actually 
evolve an entirely new costume for a 
sport which marks the final evolution 
of human travel? None of the spon- 
sors of the new-school is yet prepared 
to answer that; they prefer instead 
to dilate on the pleasure in store for 
those who learn to operate their own 
machines, 
Next in order comes the question 


of a corps of instructors, a sort of 
faculty of the new school. They must 
be men trained by the best aviators, 
and they must be men, for "be it said, 
the "cause of woman" will receive no 
particular encouragement from 
the 
school of aeronautics.

ery announced by assistant Professor 
A. TJ. Kroeber,- anthropologist at the 
University of California, 


They are the remnants of the Mifl 


Creek tribe of northern 
California, 


once dreaded for their cruelty alike 
t>y white 
settlers and 
neighboring 


tribes. 
Though they 
have so 
far 


eluded capture, they have been seen 
and photographs of their huts as -well 
as evidence in the shape of baskets 
and Implements used by them are now 
reposing In the university museum. 


Living less than twenty miles from 


prosperous towns in the Sacramento 
valley, with luxurio-usly equipped lim- 
ited express trains speeding past them 
and perhaps even the sound or the lo- 
comotive whistle reaching to the hills 
which they call their own, they have 
plunger! at" the first approach ot a 
white man 
Into tho 
impenetrable 


thickets and crags that make the can- 
yons of Mill Creek and Deer Creek 
Impassa'ble to anyone but themselves. 
There they lie in security until all 
danger is past, then emerge and eke 
out a miserable but free existence by 
gathering acorns' and spearing sal-j 
mon. RAIDS ON RiVNOHKBS. 


So thoroughly do they adapt them- 


eelves to this mode ot life that they j 
•were lonff since considered extinct, 
the victim of the pioneer's vengeance 
or of starvation. 
Today the neigh- 


boring inhabitants of Tehama and Red 
Bluff are the least inclined to believe 
in their exis-tence, anrl the other In- j 
dian tribes of the region, now leading ' 
a civilized life, will not be persuaded 
that any of their brethren still roam 
In the old way. It Is only the occa- 
sional rancher far back In the hills 
whose lonely cabin Is rifled during 
his absence, or whose sheep 
come 


home with arrows in their flanks, that 
Kives credence to the perpetuation of 
these aborigines. 


In order to ascertain the truth of 


the occasional rumors that drifted in. 
a party from tho Anthropological >tu- 
petim of the University wns organized 
by Professor Kroeber and placed in 
charge of T. T. Waterman, one of the 
ethnologists of the institution. 
For 
a month they 
camped and 
packed 


through 
the 
Deer 
Creek 
canyon, 


which they report as the most broken 
and inaccessible tract in California. 


TRACES ARTS FOUND. 


They found many evidences of the 


wild people, but the lifelong- famil- 
iarity of the savagos with every rock 
In their country and their wIlV ten- 
acity in eluding the 
pursuers they 


suspected on their trail, rendered It 
Impossible to 
open 
communication 


with them. 
It was established that 


they are the remnants ot the Kombo. 
an offshoot of the Xozl tribe, who 
were nearly exterminated by Infuri- 
ated settlers in tho early sixties, and 
<->f whom only five remained in 1S70. 
Those have long since been supposed 
dead, but supported by the Indomita- 
ble persistence that once made them 
a terror to their neighbors, have year 
nfter year avoided even the sight of 
nil other human beings and 
main- 


tained themselves as the smallest In- 
dependent nation in the world. Two 
men. 
a woman and an old crone have 


been seen, and there are evidences ot 
several other persons, but all told the 
community does not reach a dozen 
souls. 
The expedition found many of 


their camping 
places and 
brought 


back utensils that they had 
aban- 
doned. 


Notices of the existence of the tribe 
has been sent by the University to the 
Indian office of the. Department of 
the Interior at "Washington, accom- 
panied by the request that an attempt 
be made by the government to bring 
them in so as to provide for the peace 
of the section, the preservation of the 
baud and tho study of their customs 
and history by anthropoigists.

In this relation an interesting 
story comes from- Washington, D. ..C.- Preliminarily 
it may be stated that Postmaster-General Frank Hitch- 
cock and Fisk are warm friends, both being Harvard 


• men, which has tended to cement their personal and 


official relations. 


During the visit of the exposition committee to the 


National Capital one of the crusaders thought that 
in Hitchcock he saw a m,an who could -be of great as- 
sistance to San Francisco's cause, 'having heard that 
Congressmen were sometimes influenced by' appoint- 
ments of postmasters in their districts.

same result. Then he sent a letter to Hitchcock, to 
which he got no reply, which it. is needless to say 
added to his surprise, if not astonishment. 


Finally, one day, after having cooled his heels in 


the corridor for hours, the committeeman was given 
an audience with the Postmaster-General. The latter, 
while cordial, was inclined to upbraid the visitor for 
the bad showing the Republicans made in San- Fran- 
cisco during the last campaign. 
Explanations were 


attempted by the crusader, but Hitchcock is said to 
have suggested that results spoke louder than excuses 
and intimated that the next municipal campaign would 
furnish an opportunity to retrieve lost prestige. 


In some manner, so the story runs, out of this

Electric Company, formerly of Oakland but now a 
resident of this city. Britten's executive ability has 
long been a recognized a.nd fully established fact and 
should he prove the ultimate as well as, the present 
.choice for the office of director-igeneral, a more popu- 
lar selection could not be made. 


Among those familiar with the affairs of the ex- 


position there remains no doubt but Britton will be 
the director-general of the

The Fruition of Reform. 


•• The concentration of power in the hands of one man that it may 


be kept out of the hands of the wicked is proceeding apace at Sac- 
ramento. Restoring- the government to the people is progressing 
rapidly—that is, the whole State is being turned into a patronage 
iafrn in charge of an overseer who knows his business and is an 
adept at separating the sheep from the goats; also the wicked from 
their jobs. 
' 


The State Harbor Board has been reorganized -with a new set 


of.: commissioners holding office at the Governor's pleasure. 
Like- 


wise the Bank Commission has been reorganized and refitted with 
a jiew crew. So the Building and Loan Commission has also been 
reorganized, but the new crew has not been shipped. 


; The Attorney-General has been made an office-boy for the 


Governor. 
He is no longer allowed to control his office or his 


subordinates. His other functions have been taken from him.. The 
Secretary of State has been reduced—or is ^about to be—to the 
position of janitor of his own office. . He has been .shorn of his 
patronage and privileges so far as it is in the power of a dutiful 
Legislature to shear him. 


:. But there are a few things left lying around <that may be picked 


up in the interests of economy and -political purity. It will make 
the ballot shorter and the patronage roll of the Governor longer if 
th;e Railroad Commissioners can be made appointive instead of 
elective. They are now elected by popular vote and hold office for 
four years. 
The method of their selection embodies the principle 


that the people must rule. But this does' not work right always; 
sometimes the people make 'mistakes. They must be protected from 
mistakes in future. It is now proposed to increase the number of 
Railroad Commissioners from three to five, increase their' terms to 
sii years and have them appointed by the Governor. The Governor 
will make no mistakes. 
' 


" This arrangement vyill provide two more fat jobs for hungry 


friends of the people. It will give them long terms and a safe ten- 
ure. If any of the present commissioners has cocked his hat at re- 
form or neglected to salaam in the presence of Meyer Lissner'he 
will be thrown into the snow and his place filled by a man who 
knows his place and whom the people can trust. Any person who 
does not subscribe for the Fresno Republican, or take orders from 
Meyer Lissner, or shows a reluctance to kick a locomotive, is to be 
classed as suspicious and undesirable and unworthy to hold office. 
!f:y°ti don't believe it ask Al McCabe, Grand Vizier to the capitaj. 


Can any good citizen object to these beneficent arrangements? 


Do thev not prove ardent solicitude for the welfare of the people- 
who may be deceived and misled? But this arrangement not only 
protects thcm^ from political bunco sharps; it at the same time 
saves the people trouble. All they will have to do hereafter will 
be to elect a good man. Governor and leave everything else to him. 


With a single amendment this arrangement would be nearly 


perfect. If the Governor were given the power to appoint and re- 
move judges at his pleasure the wicked \vould be utterly confoundec 
and the liberties of the people made safe. By extending the term of 
the present executive to the duration of his natural life the whole 
scheme of reform -would, be rounded out in a perfect rainbow of pur- 
ity and security. Then there -would be no chance of a wicked man 
getting elected Governor and overturning the system so beneficent- 
ly planned and so wisely carried out. With Al McCabe given a 
life job and E. P. E. Troy made chief justice even Matt I. Sullivan 
would have to acknowledge that the reform of the State was com- 
plete. Nothing more could' be suggested save a pension for Big Jim 
Gallagher. 


'. Some of our Republican contemporaries appear to have forgot- 


ten the history of their own party else they would not hysterically 
denounce reciprocity with Canada. 
Was .James G. Elaine __a Re- 


publican? Mr. Elaine was a strong believer in reciprocity and ad- 
vocated a tariff adjustment that would make trade freer and extend 
American commerce acVoss the seas. 
Was William McKinley. a 


protectionist? No onejJvvill deny .that'He was. -In 'his. last public ad- 
ress President McKinley' gave his' adhesion to ''reciprocity aiid 


made a plea for lower import duties and more liberal tariff laws. He, 
like Mr. Elaine, looked1 forward to reciprocity with Canada as a 
thing very much to be desired. But it seems that the voice of spe- 
cial interests is now taken as the gospel preached by great Repub- 
lican' leaders. A cast-iron high tariff is, as'obnoxious to reason as 
it is contrary to the principles of true protection. It is an attempt 
to "apply the laws of the Medes and Persians which were unalter- 
able to the changing conditions of modern industrial and commer- 
cial :life. 


Kansas History in Virginia. 


^ The students at Roanoke College, Virginia, are np.in arms over 


a history text book that has been adopted at the instance of a Kan- 
sas' professor. This alleged history was written by a Kansas' chap, 
n disciple of old John Brown, and contains much matter that is not 
history and is peculiarly offensive to Virginians. It is the kind 'of 
stujf that was once exploited on the lecture platform during the 
anti-slavery agitation, and 'in manner as :"vvejl as substance is parti- 
san :and prejudiced. It is hardly to be wondered at that Southern 
born students, should resent "having to use such a textbook, ;for it is 
grossly at variance with facts as regards some things. ..Some of the 
alleged facts set forth in the book are merely the .impressions or 
conclusions of an extreme partisan. 
Such a work cannot properly 


be 'called history. It lacks the calmness 'and equity .that are essen- 
tial- in any trustworthy historical record, and is in the nature of 
special pleading rather than -an impartial narration of events histori- 
cal? in their character and significance. Nevertheless the protest of 
the.students at Roanoke is likely to do the author of this Jayha\\ker 
history more good than harm. It will extensively, advertise an un- 
kno\!\jn and inconsequential book. It will cause the book to be read 
and approved ,by .people who would 'otherwise have passed it up 
without serious notice — people- -who think it their duty to sanction 
anything Southerners disapprove.

ties. He expended largo eums in found- 
ng the colony. 
He lost much money 


because of hta espousal of the beliefs of 
the Quakers. 
He had to borrow largw 


sums to finance his great projects. 
And, 


like all bis men, ho had his enemies. 


Finally the troubles-'" of' the proprietary 
reut that financial aid became a neces- 


sity. A corrupt steward had so managed' 
some of hla affairs that debts became 
greater than he could pay. Consequently, 
he was obliged, to mortgage his province 
In the new world for the amount named. 


He gave it in trust to James Logan, 


Norris Fisher and. othe*rs in the colony 
untit such time as his fortunes should 


become brighter. 
While 
the 
province 


was tlius in pawn dissatisfied persons in 
the, colony brought charges against Lo- 
gan, who was secretary of the assembly. 
Logan defended .himself ably and suc- 
cessfully, but tho news of the- dispute,".. 
upon reaching England, tended to in- 
crease Fenn'B difficulties. 


Finally the troubles of the proprltary 


began to sap hi* strength, 
H« was 


stricken with, apoplexy, ajid It became 
evident he never would be mhle> to re- 
sume the management of his largo af- 
fairs again. 
Under tho circumstances, 


he yielded to tha urging of his friends 
and accepted an offer of 12,000 pounds 
sterling, which the English government 
had ottered to him for his proprietary 
rights, reserving to himself only th* 
quit rents which he held In Philadelphia 
and his land here. 


In 1712 he received 1900 pounds ster- 


ling as earnest money to bind the bar- 
gain, but he never executed the agree- 
ment, as his mind failed completely, and 
others had to be appointed to- look after 
his

In order, 
to relate arbitration treaty to a re- 
duction of armament it was necessary 
to go a step further. Hence he sug- 
gested that the two powers would.pro- 
cure relief from the burden of their 
present armaments, it they agreed to 
pool their forces if either were to be 
Involved in -war with a third power 
which refused arbitration. 
For the present this prospect must 
be definitely and deservedly outruled

Fairplay's account of the fight devoted as much- space tp the meteor- 
ological conditions as to the blows delivered and blocked, and for 
this reason is highly impressionistic in its nature. Early in his re- 
port the Fairplay .scribe has the following: 


"The 
night was .tigly and threatening, the- universal leaden gray 


being relieved by great slabs and splinters of black cloud, obviously 
much nearer the earth than the slatey background. This after an 
afternoon of vivid blue and flaky white with intense heat following 
on the universal dampness occasioned by the extraordinary rains of - 
the previous five days and nights. By 8 o'clock the skies all around 
were rent by most vivid-lightning that almost incessantly lit up the 
surroundings outside the electric light zone as clea ras day. In spite 
of this threat of the elements, a crowd that must have numbered 
near 20,000 poured into the .great enclosure, and though the rain set 
in during-the eighth round and-poured torrentially from the eleventh 
to the finish; though terrifying lightnings flashed sword-like around 
the elertci light standards, and the thunder roared its rattling can- 
nonade, nearly all t~he huge crowd sat and saw the tro.uble to the 
damp and steamy end."

House Movers Engaged in Big 


Task in Yards of Gas 


Company 


One of the largest house moving1 op- 
erations ever undertaken in Oakland- 
is now in progress on the southern 
waterfront, only the structure which 
is being moved is not a building, but 
one of the oil tanks of the Oakland 
Gas company standing in the line of 
the new quay wall trench. The tank 
weighs approximately 1000 tons. -It 
rested on a reinforced concrete foun- 
dation- resting on a forest of piles 
driven into the marsh mud. A new 
reinforced concrete foundation resting 
on a staclv of 375 piles has been built 
for it further inland in :the gus com- 
pany's yards at the foot ot 
1 Market 
street. 
Between the old and the new 
foundations is a ridge of asphalt from 
fifty to sixty feet high. 
The tank 
must be lifted to the crest of this 
rJdg-e, rolled over it and then carried 
down'\a specially constructed incline 
of cf'i \bing- to the pit where a new 
resting' place has been provided for It. 
The whole operation is being- carried 
out with house moving screw Jacks 
and rollers. 
When this is accomplished tho quay 
wall contractors will have to cut out 
a portion of the old foundation and 
remove the piles underneath it to en- 
able them to carry forward the trench 
for the foundation of the quay wall. 
It will take probably" a week or ten 
days to 
complete the job .of tank 
moving.
